Houaaholdars are warned to uaa snail 
bait, rat poison, and other pesticides with 
extrema care and to avoid placing them 
where pats can gat at them. Puppies, es¬ 
pecially, are curloua, but veterinarians 
warn that Just because an animal has 
never gotten Into trouble la no raaaon to 
be any lass cautious. 

Several praotitionara report It seams 
to be a “try It, you’ll Ilka It situation,” 
the animal’s first taste whetting Its ap¬ 
petite for more.

For all those people who may not 
know whether to heed the air pollution 
health warnings, the American Lung As¬ 
sociation of Los Angeles County warns 
Olympic visitors and residents alike that 
evenhealthy people may have some reac¬ 
tions to amog. 

Common reactions to Los Angeles 
smog Include headaches, nausea, dizzi¬ 
ness, coughing and burning sensations In 
ths throat and chest. 

Medically “sensitive persons’’ In¬ 
clude the following groups of people: 
e people with cardiovascular diaease 
e people with chronic respiratory 
diseaae 

e the elderly over 65 
e exercising children under 18 years 
of age and all children under two 
e pregnant women (especially preg- 
gant women who smoke) 

During smog season, sensitive per¬ 
sons should stay Indoors, avoid exercise, 
drink lots of wster, get plenty of rest, 
don’t smoke and avoid those who do, 
and see a doctor If you experience breath¬ 
ing problems.

would not disconnect 
any subscriber for non¬ 
payment of the remote 
control charge portion of 
their bill until this mat¬ 
ter is resolved. This po¬ 
licy was put into effect 
in fairness to our valued 
subscribers. 

Our computerized bill¬ 
ing system is merely send¬ 
ing reminder notices and 
letters to subscribers 
when the amount owed 
on their bills reaches a 
certain dollar value.

time, that I am dishonest to the people who 
have elected me to this City Council . . .,” 
Simpson announced at the beginning of the two- 
hour meeting. 

The Mayor retaliated, “This was an ad¬ 
journed meeting to discuss this whole picture. 
This is a public session . . . This is open to 
the public . . . Sam, you’re three steps ahead 
of yourself.’’ 

Simpson asked for the opinion of City 
Administrator Jim McRea and McRea 
answered, “You can discuss anything as long 
as it was posted 24 hours after adjourn¬ 
ment (of the last meeting) even if there was 
an agenda prepared . . . This evening’s meeting 
is appropriate ... If the council wants to 
take action, it may do so or hold it over 
to the next meeting . . . This is not ne¬ 
cessary because this meeting is an adjourned 
meeting.” 

Sam was gaveled down when he continued, 
pronouncing, “I’m going to have my way. 
I’ll keep on talking. The people in this com¬ 
munity are being cheated.” 

Mayor Edwards answered, “You’re ill- 
advised. You’re ruining something that could 
have been a very worthwhile meeting this 
evening.” 

At Councilmember Lisa Fowler’s sug¬ 
gestion, a five-minute recess was called, and 
in the background the term “filibuster” was 
bandied about. 

When the councilmembers returned to 
their seats, the Mayor said, “It is my per¬ 
sonal opinion we’re not going to have a 
constructive meeting ... I’d like to show in 
the records this meeting was not called for the 
purpose of my cheating the public . . . Does 
the council have any other meeting to ad¬ 
journ to?” There was a brief exchange about 
the possibility of next Monday being set as an 
adjourned meeting. 

Simpson accused the Mayor of not asking 
him if he could be present next Monday, then 
added, “1 will apologize to the library because 
I honestly believe what I state. If the lib¬ 
rary wants to make a presentation of what we 
have already heard, 1 will sit here and not 
say one thing but 1 will not sit here and have 
the City Council make any remarks at anything 


except what we were called down there (to 
the Mariposa house) to find. Now I’ll keep 
my mouth shut ... I feel like I’m dis¬ 
honest with the people who elected me to this 
office.” 

City Librarian Mary Tumilty spoke, “We 
understood we could sit and talk about our 
space problem. Then as a result of that, my 
thinking has been for us to take over the 
Mariposa House.” 

And then as the Mayor asked for a date 
when members could meet for an adjourned 
meeting, Simpson did a turnaround and sug¬ 
gested discussion on the Mariposa House for 
that evening. Discussion continued after Tu¬ 
milty said, “We have no place to go. This is 
our need. Will you honor it? We’ve been 
trying since 1966 to find more room. We’re at 
a point where we can’t solve it.” 

City Councilpersons decided the house 
near the library was worth about $135,000 
and they talked briefly-about borrowing against 
the valuation and building an addition, then 
using the rent to pay off the mortgage. 

Simpson spoke up again, suggesting the ci¬ 
ty maintain the property and lease it to the 
library for a small amount. “Friends could 
maintain the inside and we’d maintain the out¬ 
side. If it’s turned over to the library, our 
deficit will be more and more each year.” 

But Councilman Charles Corp was not 
ready to make a commitment. “The Council is 
listening and options are open . . . This 
meeting is not necessarily one step to turning 
over the property to the library.” 

By the end of the meeting, members of 
the City Council gave direction to the library 
board to go back and develop a deficiency 
list, with the suggestion that Fred Wesley 
prepare this list. They are to draw the list 
as if the existing dwelling would be converted 
to library use and to draw another list explor¬ 
ing the cost of adding onto the present lib¬ 
rary. They also asked for a list of property 
maintenance standards to be discussed, bearing 
in mind that the city would be the land¬ 
lord.

First the eyes light up, followed by a smile 
that matches the sparkle. Words come: “Look 
at those lovely flowers. Isn’t this a pretty 
park. All those big shady treesi Can you 
manage this? Won’t you get tired standing up 
through the program? Would you like to sit 
on the arm of my wheelchair?” 

An unfolding. A flowering, from a face 
that, but a short while before revealed only 
the patient, uncaring wait, or the restless 
iiiipatiencc of the elderly, isolated from life 
and the joy of living by their infirmities. 

The thought came to me — the very old, 
like the very young — respond with special sen¬ 
sitivity to love and life; wither away more 
readily with neglect or perfunctory care. 

Fourteen “pushers” had volunteered to 
take an hour from busy Saturday morning 
schedules to wheel patients from the Sierra 
Madre Community Health Care Center to 
Memorial Park to watch the Victorian Circus 
Theatre’s Children’s Circus on July 21. 

As we watched the eyes of our charges 
take on a sparkle and heard the eager words 
reveal the joy which the outing had brought 
into their lives, we agreed our time could not 
have been better spent on some other chore. 
This was something very special, particularly 
for those of us who had never done this kind 
of thing before. 

My mistake was in setting foot inside the 
door of the center. I had come to pick up a 
friend who was volunteering her talent in 
creating festive decorations for a patient party. 
Once inside, I ran into a kind of human 
dynamo, whose enthusiasm and creative ideas 
carry everyone who enters right into the midst 
of the world of fun and excitement she is 
creating in this world which most of us keep 
so apart from our own. 





Dorothy Tilquist, sister of the Sierra 
Madre Community Hospital’s founder, Dr, 
George Groth, is the dynamo. As director of 
activities for the center, Dorothy has developed, 
in just two-and-a-half-months, a program 
which provides an almost continuous kaleido¬ 
scope of interesting and varied experiences for 
the patients. 

The program itself is something very special, 
filled with events and activities created with 
special thought, special care and exira-special 
love. 

Each month brings a birthday party for 
patients bom that month, shared by those 
who must wait their birthday turn. These are 
interspersed with celebrations of all the special 
occasions — St. Patrick’s, Valentine’s, Easter, 
Fourth of July — accompanied by festive 
decorations and fun favors.

family shows on cable television and were con¬ 
cerned about objectionable material now being 
shown. 

Controversy should not be avoided, however, 
according to some respondents. It was suggested 
that talk shows be developed through which citizens 
could air their grievances and seek creative 
solutions to community problems. Better coverage 
of City Council meetings was called for and a 
preparedness series was suggested which would show 
citizens what they could do in case of an earth¬ 
quake or other disaster. 

Several respondents suggested that a schedule 
of local television programming be printed in the 
local newspaper and that local programs be aired 
at a consistent time so citizens would know when 
to tune in on a regular basis. 

Members of the Sierra Madre/Oroup W Foun¬ 
dation were encouraged by the interest shown in 
local cable television programming and appreciate 
the suggestions which were given by members of the 
community.
